Mrs. Washington, still uneasy lest too 


much blood should be taken, it was stopped 
aller about half a pint had been_ taken.— 
Finding that no relief was obtained from 
bleeding, and that mitliinsr could be swallow- 
ed, I proposed bathing the throat externally 
with sal-volatile, which was done: a piece of 
flannel was tlio.n put round bis neck. 
His 


feet, were then soaked in warm water, but 
traye no relief. 
By Mrs. Washington's re- 


quost I despatched a messenger for Doctor 
Brown at Port Tobacco. About.Uo'clocHJr, 
Craik arrived, and put a blister of cautharides 
on the throat of the General, and took mom 
blood, and had some vinegar and hot water 
set in a tea pot for him lo draw in the steam 
from the nosle. 


Ho also had sage tea nnd vinegar mixed 


and need as :i gargle, but when he held back 
his la-ad to lot it run down, it almost produ- 
ced suffocation. 
When the mixture came 


out, of his mouth some phlegm followed it, and 
be would attempt to cough, which tho doctor 
eneounurcd, but without effect. 
About 11 


o'clock, "br. Dick was sent, for. Dr. Craik 
bled the General again, no effect was produ- 
ced, and he coniinued in the same state, una-, 
blu to swallow any thing. 
Dr. Dick came in 


about, 3 o'clock, and Dr. Brown arrived soon 
after; when, after consultation, the General 
was bled again, the blood ran slowly, appear- 
ed very thfck,and did not produce any symp- 
toms oV fainting. 
At 4 o'clock the General 


could swallow'a little. 
Calomel and tartar 


emetic were administered without effect. At 
half past 4 o'clock be desired me to ask Mrs.

That we run the route, from the head of 


Monocacy. on the east side of Hock-creek, to 
the mouth of Back-run, where we crossed 
said creek, and thence up said run to its 
source, and to the summiton Samuel Sloan's 
iarrn. and from thence to Gettysburg.

found the distance from JMonocacy to the 
summit to be 2479 peichop; 16oO of which, 
to wit. from the foot of Ai'Kinney's meadow 
to the summit, is an inclined plane, on which, 
in the whole distance, there need not be a 
foot of rise lost, but a continual ascent kept; 
(probably, with moderate difwino- in two or 
three places, a continual rise might be kept 
up from Alonocacy the whole dibtur.ee;) that 
the ground is remarkably even, except in 
three places : the first, a bluff of red rock, be- 
low Allison's, of perhaps 50 perches, but not 
high : the second, a space of small rocks, bc- 
lo\v Michael Miller's, of about SO or 90 per- 
ches: and the other, a spice of rocks, on land 
of Jacob ShprfiVh. of 80 perches, some of 
•which may be three feet high : from whence 
to the summit is almost as smooth as a mea- 
dow. 
From the summit to the intersection of 


Middle and West-street?, is 380 perches, in 
which there is but 24 feet fall (about 20 feet 
to the mile.) and may be kept at a continual 
descent the whole di.-tance, with very little 
digging, as the ground is \ery level. 
We 


have also ascertained, principally from actual 
levelling, that the summit is 175 feet higher 
than the head of the iMonocacy, which is 
2479 perches distant; therefore, if the same 
grade could be kept, the rise would be about 
22 feet to the mile. 
The whole distance we 


found to be 8 miles and 299 perches (which 
is 1 mile and 90 perches more than a direct 
line.) which, from the goodness of the ground, 
need not be increased much in locating the 
road. 
Upon the whole, we think it perfectly 


practicable, at a reasonable expense, and the 
best route we have ever seen for that purpose ; 
anO recommend to the meeting, to take im- 
mediate measures for obtaining a charter.

From the National of July 20. 


A letter from Algiers of the 8th Ju- 


ly, announces to us, in the f o l l o w i n g 
terms, the melancholy result of the ex- 
pedition to Medeah : 


'•On the Lsth of last month, an expe- 


diiion, of 6000 men. under the com 
maud ^of the General-i'i-chief. set out 
for Medeah ; and. as if they were ta- 
king a m i l i t a r y promenade, they arri- 
ved w i t h o u t any obstacles in that capi- 
tal of the district of I'iteroy. 
The ar- 


my t h e n proceeded three leagues f u r - 
ther, to chastise some tribes which re- 
fused the payment ol ihe t r i b u t e .stipu- 
lated. 
In Lie'., seven or eight chiefs ol 


these tribes were shot,and their corpses 
were b u r n t ; a»d thii being done, the 
troops returned to Medeah. On the 1st 
of July, they set out on their return to 
Algiers; but from ihe moment of t h e i r 
departure to w i t h i n six. leagues o! this 
city, our troops had constantly to de- 
fend themselves against more than 45,- 
000 Bedouins, Kabyies, and Arabs, who 
attacked them on all sides. The situa- 
tion of the column was extremely criti- 
cal, and it owed its safety only to a for- 
ced march which it marie d urine; 
whole night, and which the enemy did 
not expect. 
This expedition occasions 


us the complete loss of Medeah ai 
Bli-da. and ihe s t i l l more cruel loss of at 
least 700 men, killed and wounded -. ol 
the hitter only ! 80 have reached the 
hospitals; 
those who 
could not be 


brought away fell into the power of the 
Barbarians, who beheaded them on the 
spot. 
Every body extols the b r i l l i a n t 


conduct shown by the Parisian Volun- 
teers and by the Ynnares. both on foot 
and horseback. 
We are now shut up 


in the place, and another expedition is 
preparing to endeavor to recover the 
t'-rrilory that has been lost, and to a- 
b.ite the pride w i t h which this victory 
has rilled the enemy."
